aris, January 16.—Aristide Bri- 
and, formerly French prime mintis- 
ter. succeeded today in the task 

undertaken by him yesterday to 
form a cabinet in succession to the 
ministry of Premier Leygues, which 
resigned last Wednesday. 

Besides the premiership, M. Bri- 
and takes the ministry of foreign 
affairs, Louis Barthou becomes 
minister of war and Paul Doumer, 
minister of finance. 

Shortly before 6:30 o’clock to- 
night M. Briand presented the offi- 
cial cabinet list to President Mil- 
jerand. The ministry is made up 
as follows:

“It is not ‘the great cabinet.’ but 
‘it i$ a great cabinet I have formed,” 
said Premier Briand this evening. 
“My ministers and myself will be 
busy men looking aft France's in- 
ternal affairs. We have confidence 
that the American administration 
will look after its own affairs. It 
may be republican, it may be dem- 
ocratic—it matters little; it is al- 
ways prv-French, I am sure. Please

“Those who have been in France 
fot many years understand that we 
are not a militarist nation. .We 
have the warmest desire to be on & 
friendly footing with .the British 
and American nations, but there is 
a pact, signed at Versailles, which 
must be fulfilled. I trust that in 
the fulfillment of that pact we come 
not in contest with our friends. 

“My ministry will make its bow 
in the chamber Tuesday. It may 
be that a representative of France 
will meet the British and Italian 
delegates the next day; I have 
asked for no postponement. France 
will meet the foreign delegates and 
discuss questions of international 
interest as if there were no crisis 
in France.” 

The general impression in polit- 
ical circles is that the cabinet as 
constituted by M. Briand is a very 
powerful element, although many 
ure deploring the absence of M. 
Poincare and Viviani from the com- 
bination. 

M. Briand has succeeded in form- 
ing his seventh cabinet, which, as 


he says himself, embodies “nation- 
al unity.”

In Paying Tribute 
To General Gorgas 


Adjutant General Harris 

Presides at Memorial Ex-. 
ercises in Washington 
for the Late Surgeon 
General. | 


Washington, January 16.—The na- 
tions of Latin-America, through 
their diplomatic representatives, 
joined with the United States, 
France and Great Britain tonight 
in paying tribute to the memory of 
the late Major General William 
Crawford Gorgas, former surgeon 
general of the United States army 


and leader in the successful fight 
against yellow fever. 

Memorial services: in honor of 
Ge:....1 Gorgas, who died last July 
in London, were ‘held in the Pan- 
American building under the aus- 
pices of the Southern Society of 
Washington, which thereby honored 
the memory of a_ product of the. 
south. The speakers included Secre 
taries Baker and Daniels. Major 
General Peter C. Harris, Ambas- 
sador Jusserand, of France; Ma- | 
jor General H. K. Bethell, mili- 
tary attache of the British embassy: 
Ambassador Pezet, of Pert; Minis- 
ter de Cespedes, of Cuba; Minister 
Elizalde, Equador; Charge D’Affaires 
Lefvre, of Panama, and Director 
General Rowe, of the Pan-American 
union, Messages were read from 
the presidents of a number of Latin- 
American governments. 

Harris Presides. 

Adjutant General Harris presided 
and before intro- 
ducing the other speakers traced 
the life of General Gorgas, showing 
how intimately it had been con- 
nected with yellow fever. He de- 
scribed how “yellow fever, which in 
1853 had driven the beautiful 
Amelia Gayle from her home in 
Mobile, Ala., to the nearby military 
station, where she first met Lieu- 
tenant Josiah Gorgas, twenty-nine 
years later called the son of this 
couple to Fort Brown, Texas, where 
he met and saved from that scourge 
the young girl who, as his wife, 
shared his life, and who, as his 
widow, now mourns his loss.” 

Secretary Baker paid tribute to 
the work of General Gorgas in. 
eradicating yellow fever fronm the 
Panama canal zone, declaring the 
former surgeon general made the 
building of the Panam& canal possi- 
ble “and saved its construction from 
being marred by having along its 
banks the graves of tens of thou- 
sands, of victims to the pestilance 
of the jungle, which .for ages had 
impoged the sentence of death upon 


those who sought to join the. two 
oceans.”

Declaring that the public seems 
to believe that the entire duty of 
law enforcement rests with sworn 
officers, and enwmerating ways in 
which citizens may assist the au- 
thorities in preventing law viola- 
tions, particularly of the national 
prohibition and state bone-dry laws, 
Claude Bond, United States marshal 
for the northern district of Geor- 
gia, has given The Constitution an 
interview containing many interest- 
ing sidelights on various phases of 
law enforcement. 


Laxity on the part of federa} 
traverse juries In trying distilling 
cases. in certain instances, and 
occasions where public officials 
have violated the whisky laws, are 
charged by Marshal Bend. who in 
citing alleged occurences which have 
recently been brought to his atten- 
tion, said that it had been re- 
ported to him on good authority 
that the chief of police of a nerth 
Georgia city furnished whisky to 
relatives and friends, including 
members of the city council. 


“Last spring,” said Mr. Bond, “one 
of the best and most conscientious 
mr Bag in Georgia, representing 

of the most progressive coun- 
tfes in the state, apprehended a. fel- 
low citizen of his country with 46

“Favered Tiger Defendants.” 

“At one of the division sourts of 
the United States district court in 
Georgia recently many reputable 
witnesses testified against prison- 
ers, charged with distilling, but 
the jury appeared obstinate and in 
many cases brought in verdicts of 
not guilty in the face of overwhelm- 
ing evidence that pointed to a con- 
trary finding. 

“Not more than two weeks ago I 
received a letter from a citizen of 
one of our most thriving north 
Georgia cities stating that the chief 
of police of his city had ruined his 
son by furnishing him with liquor, 
and thatthe chief had several extra 
keys to-his city hall office which 
he distrijuted among his friends, 
including members of the city coun- 
cil, telling them to go to his of- 
fice and get a drink whenever they 
felt like it. 

“Although this fact was widely 
known among many of the citizens 
of the town, including business 
men, church members and others, 
‘the public’ hag recently re-elected 
the chief. I cannot vouch for the 
truthfulness of this report, but only 
refer to what was contained in a 
letter I received, 

“It is foolish to say that the pub- 
lic generally has nothing todo with 
such matters. Law enforcement is 
one of the most vital questiofis con- 
fronting the public today and upon 
its -interest in such matters ae- 
pends the future of this country. 

“The present tendency on the part 
of the public is to ‘pass the buck’ 
to the sworn officer and to let the 
whole dufy of law enforcement rest 
with the officer. Such should not 
be the case. Each has his respec- 
tive duties to perform and the one 
is aS vital as the other—they are 
inseparable. It is not my purpose 
to offer any excuse for the officer 
of the law, but to emphasize the 
part that should be played by the 
public, 

Information Needed. 

“The public may ask, ‘what can 
it do to help?” First, there is the 
question of information. -No lawW- 
breaker is ever punished except 
upon information furnished, by 
someone. By information we adigor 
mean that kind of evide 
sometimes gathered by one 
who has a personal gradge 
against an enemy to satisfy, nor is 
reference made to the paid ‘inform- 
er,’ or ‘stool-pigeon,’ as he is some- 


times called. We have reference to 
that voluntary information  fur- 


nished by those who stand for good 
citizenship and whose only ‘motive 
is to get rid of the evils of wilful 
and continued violations of the law. 
“There seems to be a willingness 
on the part of the public to report 
the wrongful conduct of the law- 
makers. Why not create and help 
foster such sentiment on the part of 
the public as to the law-breakers? 
No law-breaker would be bold 
enough to operate in a community 
if he knew that the courageous, 
law-abiding citizens: of that com- 
munity would inquire into his ac- 
tivities and pass information as to 
his wrongful conduct te those who 
are trying to administer the law. 
“Another very important part that 
the public plays in the enforcement 
of the law is ‘the service rendered 
as jurors, unless a ae of sullty

San Jose, Costa Rica, January 16. 
Decision to sign a convention cre- 
ating a federation of Central Amer- 
{can republics has been reached by 
the Central American union con- 
gress, in session here. This step, 
which seems almost impossible be- 
cause .of opposition to article 40, 


the most bitterly debated section of 
the proposed treaty, followed an 
agreement by all the delegations. 
Article 40 stipulates that each 
member nation of the federation 
will continue loyally to comply 
with the terms of the treaties with 
foreign governments, but if exten- 
sions to those treaties should imply 
new <demarkations of territory a 
new Centfal American union con- 
ference will be called to consider 
i changes proposed. 

Several reservations were added 
to the text of article 40 to meet ob- 
jJections from Nicaragua, and these 
reservations have been accepted by 
the delegates of other nations rep- 
resented at the congress. The Bry- 
an-Chamorro treaty between the 
United States and Nicaragua was 
one of the points at issue, and it 
was shown that pact did not violate 
or infringe upon the rights of other 
Central American nations.

Finance Committee Will 
Recommend Bond Issue 
of $1,000,000 and Will 
Call for Election. 


SCHOOL HEADS FAVOR 


ISSUE OF $5,000,000 


Money Sheet Will Be 
Passed Upon at Meeting 


and Important Resolu- 
tions Will Be Considered. 


With the question of obtaining 
funds for the support of the schools 
to be settled this afternoon, city 
council is anticipating one of the 
hottest fights ever waged in that 
body. 

Two other matters, a resolution 
by Councilman Fred C. Woodall to 
eliminate all boards of the city gov- 
ernment, and a resolution by the 
same author to abolish the office of 
chief of detectives and the two po- 
sitions of lieutenant of detectives 
and to place supreme management 
and control of the department fn the 
bands of Police Chief James L. 
Beavers, are also certain to provoke 
stiff conflicts. 

Another important feature of the 
session will be the presentation ‘for 
acoption of the January finance. 
sheet compiled last week by the 
finance committee. 

Finance Committee Report, 

Council will be called apon to 
adopt a recommendation of the fi- 
nance committee, reached after a 
public hearing followed by lengthy 
deliberation in executive session, 
that a bond election for a $1,000,000 
issue of 5% per cent 30-year serial 
bonds be authorized for new schools, 
and in addition, an emergency tax 
of ene-fourth of 1 per cent, the tax 
to be reduced to a levy of one- 
e'ghth of 1 per cent if bonds win. 

Several members are known to be 
strongly in favor of a bond issue of 
as much as $5,000,000, an amount 
sufficient to meet the needs of the 
school system for years to come, 
W. W. Gaines, president of the board 
of education, and W. F. Dykes, su- 
rerintendent of schools, in public 
statements Saturday, expressed the 
hope that council would vote today 
for a $5,000,000 issue. 
|. dayor Key's proposal that council | 
impose an emergency levy of pe 
half of 1 per dent {s expected - 
meet with little support. dau “ 
small minority of those who favor 
an extraordinary tax care to vote 
for the limit tax allowed by law, 
and the bending plan has gained 
strength in the face of the mayor's 
campaign. 

Departments Satisfied. 

Few, if any, amendments are ex- 
pected to-the finance sheet. It is 
one of the mest liberal made by a 
finance body in recent years and the 
heads of ali departments are report- 
ed to be well satisfied with the ap- 
propriations they have received. 

When the sheet was balanced by 
City Comptroller B. Graham West it 
showed equal debits and credits of 
7.729.080, which, however, includ- 
ed a large sum of fixed appropria- 
tions brought over on both sides | 
of the sheet. The actual cash rev- 
enue was $5,387,000, and it was on 
this amount of income that the com- 
mittee worked, dividing and subdi- 
viding the money as in their judg- 
ment would best meet the city’s de- 
partments. 

Important among the amounts 
appropriated for 1921 operation of 
the city are: 

For the operation of the school 
system, $1,185,197; for street and 
highway work, $563,343; for opera- 
tion and maintenance of the Carne- 
gie library, $76,969; fire department, 
$482,200; sanitary department, $486,- 
697; construction and repair of sew- 
ers, $159,853; Grady hospital, $324,- 
031; police department, $481,631;; 
park department, $181.479; water- 
works department, $913,087. 

There was considerable slicing of 
wages and some cuts in the appro- 
priations for supplies. 

A list of some of the more impor- 
tant appropriations to the various 
departments follows: 

New Police Equipment. 

The police department fs given 
$19.000 for additional equipment, 
such as bicycles,.motor cycles and 
automobiles. 

In the fire department $10,000 
was aside for building a new en- 
gine house in Metropolitan avenue 
in the Tenth ward. Twenty-five 
thousand dollars was set aside to 
buy two motor pumping engines. 
Ten thousands dollars is apportioned 
for the purchase of hose and ofher 
equipment. 

The Atlanta convention bureau !s 
given $2,500; the Atlanta Freight 
bureau a similar amount and the 
Advertise Georgia enterprise $3,300. 

Nine thousand dollars is in the 
permanent sheet to enforce the 
compulsory vaccination law.

SEAPLANE FLIGHT 
ENDS IN SUCCESS 


Naval Flying Craft Safe- 
ly Negotiate Long and. 
Difficult Flight to Canal 
Zone From California. 


Panama, January 16.—Naval of- 
ficers here are enthusiastic over the 
successful compietion of the flight 
from San Diego, Cal., to the canal 
zone by twelve of the navy F-5-L 
seaplanes, which arrived here Sat- 
urday evening. The two remaining 
machines of the squadron are ex- 
pected to arrive here today. 

‘The flight, which covered 3,200 
miles and was completed in seven- 
teen flying days, was marred by 
one fatality, Chief Radio Electrician 
Cain having been killed at Fonseca 
Bay, on the western coast of Cen- 
tral America, when he was struck 
by a propeller of one of the ma- 
chines. The flyers encountered 
Ssqualis in ecrossing the Gulf of 
Tehauntepec, and were given a 
Severe shaking up. 

Made Nine Stops. 

The flight, which ranks well up 
among the longest on record, was 
over a course never before traversed 
by aircraft, and the aviators ar- 
rived here with a record of only 
one forced landing. The journey 
was completed with only three main / 
supply bases. 

Starting from San Diego on De- 
cember 30 the seaplanes made 
nine stops—Bartolome Bay, 
lena Bay, Banderas Bay, Acapulco, 
Salina Cruz, Fonseca Bay, Punta 
Arenas, Bahia Honda and Panama. 
Captain Henry C. Mustin, eommand- 
ing the squadron, stated upon his 
arrival here that the flight was 
unique, since only two days were 
taken up with the prepaartory 
work.

Many Distinguished Names 
| Among Long List of 
Signatories. 


Benning, Vt, January 16.—A pro- 
test against anti-semitic propagan- 
da in the United States bearing the 
names of President Wilson, William 
Howard Taft, Cardinal O’Connell 
and 116 other widely-known men 
and women of Christian faith, was 
made public here tonight by John 


Spargo, socialist writer. It exhorts 
particularly those who are ‘“mol- 
ders of public opinion—the clergy 
and ministers... of all Christian 
churches, publicists, teachers, edi- 
tors tnd statesmen—to strike at 
this un-American and un-Christian 
agitation.” 

“We regret exceedingly,” the re- 
quest said, “the publication of a 
number of books, pamphlets and 
Wewspaper articles fostering dis- 
trust and suspicion of our fellow 
citizens of Jewish ancestry and 
faith—distrust and suspicion of 
their loyalty and their patriotism.”

ANow he is devot- 
ing his time to seeking a practical 
future for his people who have la- 
bored and suffered under the 
mailed fist of Turkish oppression 
for decades. 
Calls on Governor. 

“We send them funds and they 
grateful; we es.nd them food 
and clothing,” he said Sunday; 
“but a piece of bread a-day gives 
them existence alone—no future.” 

He has already called on offi- 
cials of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce and Governor Hugh M. 
Dorsey and has found encourage- 
ment for his plan, which is to in- 
terest southern people, through 
chambers of commerce and public 
officials, in his plan, which he has 
developed to the details. 

The food and clothing which 
America has sent and is still send- 
ing to the tortured Armenians, he 
says, iS transported usually on fed- 
eral transports, which return to 
this country pfactically empty. It 
is his idea and his dream to secure 
the government’s sanction to a plan 
whereby these transports may 
bring back a- certain number of 
refugees to settle in southern 
states, free from immigration re- 
strietions to a large degree because 
they are religious and political ref- 
ugees. He also would ask that the 
government, through loans, help 
these people to purchase homes and 
farms, and to repay when crops 
begin to be made, 

‘The climatic conditions and the 
crop facilities of the southland are 
more congenial to the customs of 
the Armenians than any other sec- 
tion,” he said. “They are the thrift- 
iest of people;-all they want is a 
chance, and this thev will never 
get \under the Mobammedan rule. 
The fact is that the Turks began 
t eir oppression because the Arme- 
nians were progressive, the Turks 
not sm TTrren, the Armenians are 
Christians, the Turke Mohamme- 
dan, another irritant. 


“America Second Heaven.” 

“Armenia has lost faith in every 
European power—they look = qn 
.’ erica as a second heaven, They 
have heard this from their coun- 
trymen inthe United States—200,000 
good American citizens. They have 
known it through the kindness 
there of the Red Cross, of the Y. 
M. C. A. Of the Near East relief 
commission, of the American mis- 
sionaries. They have faith im Amer- 
ica, and they know it is a very 
true faith te have. 

“Years of sufiering have forced 
many of them to seek homes in 
other lands. In no case“ have they 
failed to make good. In China, 
Japan, India, the island of Java, in 
America, we find them thrifty and 
good citizens.” 

Though Mr. Bogigian’ made no 
~nint of it, is interesting to 
know that he arrived in America 
from-~ Armenia forty-six years ago, 
penniless, with but two English 
nounds sterling in his purse. Now 
he is retired from active business: 
able to spend his days seeking al- 
leviation for the misfortunes of his 
1 eople,

“SOLDIER SETTLEMENT.” 


“Soldier settlement” is still a 
live topic for American discussion 
and speculation. 

It has reference to the proposal 
that the government make some 
sort of special provision for the 
financing of veterans of the world 
war who desire to establish them- 
selves upon the land, but who, in 
order to do that, must have credit 
which they do not now possess, 

The idea was officially laid be- 
fore congress before the signing of 
the armistice, in the form of a 
bill known as the Mondell act, 
named for Representative Mondell, 
of Wyoming. . 

That act was not passed; and 
since its introduction various oth- 
er plans for the compensation of 
our former service men have been 
considered by congress, and it is 
not yet apparent what the final 
outcome is to be. 

But the ‘land settlement propo- 
sal, or some measure to that gen- 
eral end, uadoubtedly is a com- 
mendable’ one; and it certainly is 
worthy the constructive and 
thoughtful consideratio: of all 
community development organiza- 
tions, particularly of those engag- 
ed in promoting the development 
of the soil resources of the south.

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P. Pratt’s letter of January 3 are 
interesting, and I hope the discus- 
sion will. continue. 

Two of your recent editorials con- 
cerning water pewer development 
and the present public service sit- 
uation in Atlanta are headed—"Get 
at the Facts.” That’s the exact 
point. The public cannot solve any 
question justly unless it’s given the 
true facts. 

Federal Judge Martin J. Wade, of 
the United States district court, in 
a recent opinion in the Des Moines 
gas case said— 

“Two-thirds of the difficulty in 
these public utility matters arises 
out of a misunderstanding or lack 
of information upon these essential, 
fundamental considerations. There 
seems to be a determined effort in 
every city where these problems 
arise, on the part of some individual 
or individuals, to carry on propa- 
ganda which inspires doubt and sus- 
picion—which destroys confidence 
in the officers of the law who have 
duties to perform in relation to 
such matters, and to convince the 
people that they are being robbed 
in the interest of ‘corporations.’ 
The people will be fair to public 
seryice ‘corporations if they only 
understand, and those«who spread 
misinformation and mtsrepresenta- 
tion are guilty of a grave wrong 
against the community.” 

A plain business . problem faces 
Atlanta. Ig must be solved and 
solved rightly if water power de- 
velopment is to continue. The pres- 
ent situation if continued will stop 
the growth of the city. 

Your editorial of December 24 
asks the following question: 

“How is the Public to know 
whether or not the rate increases 
asked for are to pay. dividends on 
watered stock?” 

The records of the hearings of 
the railroad commission of Georgia 
on the applications of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company in 
1918 and 1920 for increased rates 
prove that the charge that the com- 
pany is seeking rates to pay divi- 
dends on watered stock is untrue. 

The railroad commission of Geor- 
gia in its decision of September 22, 
1920, granting the Georgia Raliway 
and Power company increased rates, 
made the following statements 
which I quote: 

“There seems to bé prevalent in 
this community (Atlanta) where 
this application and that of 1918 
have been much discussed the view 
that capitalization is the controlling 
factor and that the effort’of appli- 
cant is to secure such rates as will 
give it a return upon its capitaliza- 
tion, which, it is alleged, is exces- 
sive. This commission did not in 
1918 nor wil] it now consider capi- 
talization as the basis of the rates 
heretofore prescribed or now to be 
prescribed. Fair value of the prop- 
erty in use or usefulisthe only basis 
if ever has used in*any rate case. 
(Both the applications referred to 
were those of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company in, respectively 
1918 and 1920.) . 

“The principles governing rate- 
making by a regulatory commission 
are simple. The public must not be 
overcharged. The utility is enti- 
tled to such rates as, with capable 
managément, will afford it a reason- 
able return upon the fair value of 
its property used in the public serv- 
ice. 

“This commission {s bound by 
law. Its duty .iIn arate case is 
plainly defined in the law. The 
highest courts of the country have 
construed the law and these deliv- 
erances must be observed and fol- 
lowed by commissions: The act of 
the general assembly of Georgia 
creating this commission requires 
it to make ‘just and reasonable 
rates.’ 

“The courts of the land, with one 
voice, have declared that a ‘just. and 
reasonable’ rate is one that affords 
the utility, with competent manage-

The above quoted statements of 
the railroad commission prove that 
the securing of rates to “pay divi- 
dtnds on watered stéck” is an im- 
possibility, and if asked for would 
not even be considered. 

The attitude of the city govern- 
ment of Atlanta is not helpful to 
the railroad commission, but the 
very opposite. The city govern- 
ment, ;without giving the Georgia 
Railway and Power company a 
hearing, has opposed every appli- 
cation the company has made for 
increased rates. Its attitude to- 
ward this question has been de- 
structive rather than constructive. 
lt isn’t even intelligent, and gets 
the city nowhere. It produces no 
more water power; it actually pre- 
vents the development and thereby 
the growth of the city. 

The city once asked the railroad 
commission to make a valuation 
and audit of the properties of the 
Georgia Railway’ and Power com- 
pany and offered to pay half the 
cost. When the railroad commission 
and the cempany accepted the prop- 
osition the eity refused to live up 
to its own offer. That was in 1918. 
During the 1920 haering for increas- 
ed rates the railroad commission 
made an Offer to the city. power 
users and the Georgia Railway and 
Power company to make a valuation 
and audit of the company’s proper- 
ty, the cost to be borne in certain 
stated proportions. The company 
accepted that proposition and the 
city and power users refused. I 
only mention thage things to show 
how destructive and injurious the 
attitude of the city administration 
is to a practical business problem. 


The interests of the city and the 
owners of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company. are identical. If 
justice is done from the standpoint 
of the city’s true interests the com- 
pany is bound to be fairly treated 
and satisfied. A business condition 
injurious to the city’s future now 
exists. The city, that is every citi- 
zen, will suffer far more than the 
owners of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, if the pres¢at con- 
dition is allowed to continue which 
| prevents continued water power de- 
velopment on a broad and uate 
scale commensurate with-the prob- 
able future growth of the city.

merely permits to devel n, anf 
their execution is dependent upon 
obtaining the necessary capital It 
is significant that not a single one 
of these applications has been made 
in Georgia. There would be no use 
in making such applications in 
Georgia, because capital cannot be 
obtained for investment In such en- 
terprises in Georgia until those wa- 
ter powers already developed are 
receiving rates which yield a rea- 
sonable return on the fair value of 
the property devoted to public use. 
This condition leads naturally to a 
comparison with water power con- 
ditions in New England, where the 
ratio of water power harnessed to 
the maximum water power develop- 
ment possible is greater than in 
any other section of the country, 
equalling nearly 80 per cent of the 
possible maximum total. 

Georgia is not exempt from the 
operation of economic laws and 
prevailing financial conditions. If 
Georgia hopes to have her water 
powers developed large;amounts of 
new capital are needed. To attract 
that capital it must be assure@é = 
just return permanently. This is 
true whether water power develop-

Leading Atlanta Surgeon _- 
p . Pays Tribute to Dr. Long, 
= Discoverer of Anesthesia 


Of particular interes< to Georgians;ery. He ‘talked of it freely to ev- | 


will be the ®nal paper which was 
read before the distinguished group 
ot American surgeons attending the 
clinical congress for Georgia, Flori- 
fda and Alabama of the American 
College of Surgeons, at their last 
session Saturd&y afternoon, the doc- 
ument being a tribute to Dr. Craw- 
ford W. Long, a Georgian, and the 
discoverer of anaesthesia. This pa- 
per was prepared by Dr. Frank K. 
Poland, a prominent Atlanta sur- 
Seon. The tribute in full follows: 

“When King Edward VIL. of Eng- 
land, in 1902, awoke from the anaes- 
thetic which had been administer- 
ed to him in performing an opera- 
tion for perityphlitis, he asked his 
surgeon, Sir Frederick Treves, “who 
discovered’ anaesthesia?” Sir Fred- 
erick answered at once, ‘It was an 
American, your majesty, Crawford 
W. . Long.’ 

“There are many authorities, how- 
ever, who will not concede this fact. 
Osler, a tireless student of medical 
history, gives another the credit for 
the discovery, as do Welch and Gar- 
rison and others. In discussing the 
history of anaesthesia, the Encyclo- 
pedia Brittanica fails to mention 
Yong’s name. We have sat at the 
feet of these masters, and have 
learned much physic from them, and 
we honor them for it. But we also 
must have respect for the spinster 
schoo] teacher. who_ taught the 
arithmetic, and fro whom we 
learned that 1842 is an earlier date 
in history than 1846. Crawford W. 
Long first used. ether as an anaes- 
thetic in 1842, and William Thomas 
Green Morton first used it in 1846, 
four and a half years later. 

Tribute to Memory. 

“It' is a source of much pleasure 
to me to pay a tribute at this time 
tov the memory of Crawford Long. 
The feeling is marred, howevVer, by 
the fact that such a tribute cannot 
be paid without reopening old dis- 
cussions whirich should have been 
forever buried. We Georgians had 
hoped the controversy was settled 
fur all time, and not only Georgians, 
but citizens of all states and of all 
countries. We do not believe it is 
a sectional matter, because the sup- 
porters of Long are to be found in 
every part of the country. When 
a great university saw fit only a 
few months ago to bestow this lau+ 
rel upon another brow by placing 
Morton in its hall of fame as the 
discoverer of anaesthesia, any trib- 
ute to Long must include a vigor- 
ous denunciation of this incident. 

“IT am told that the regents of 
this university offered no opportu- 
nity to Long’s friends to present 
his claims for this distinction. 
Long’s supporters did not even know 
that such an important question was 
to be decided. Was this fair? Such 
a body of men must know that 
Morton's claim has always been in 
dispute. Did they weigh the merits 
of the two cases? Did they see Dr. 
Hugh Young’s array of arguments 
and affidavits published__i he 
Johns Hopkins hospital bulletin, in 

97, or the splendid presentation 
of the subject in the pamphlet of 
Dr. Joseph Jacobs, of Atlanta, pub- 
lished in 1919? 

“It becomes necessary to recite a 
few well established facts cover- 
ing the matter. Crawford W. Long, 
at Jefferson, Jackson county, Geor- 
fia, extirpated a tumor from the 
neck of James M. Venable, while he 
was under the influence of ether, 
without pain to the patient, on the 
20th day of March, 1842. Horace 
Wells subjected himself to the ef- 
fects of nitrous oxide gas, and had 
one of his own teeth extracted with- 
out pain, to test the value of gas 
as an anaesthetic, on December 11, 
1844. Charles T. Jackson did not 
administer ether in any operation, 
but, it is claimed, suggested its use 
to Dr. William Thomas Green Mor- 
ton, September 30, 1846, and on this 
date Dr. Morton, a dentist, in Bos- 
ton, extracted a tooth without pain. 

“If this is the history of the first 
uses which were made of surgical 
unaesthesia, why has not Long been 
crowned unanimously as its discov- 
erer? Dr. Jacobs answers this ques- 
tion in part by suggesting that the 
matter has been clouded in doubt, 
not as to the dates as to the use 
of ether, but because of the con- 
troversy Which grew out of the 
rival claims of Wells and Morton 
and Jackson before the United 
States congress, and in the persist- 
ency with which these claimants 
have urged and repeated their con- 
tentions. 

“The most common argument of 
the supporters of William Thomas 
direen Morton is, that while Long 
may. have been the discoverer of 
anaesthesia, Morton was the first 
to give it to the world. But did 
he give this wonderful boon to a 
suffering world? It was not herald- 
ed abroad from the use he made of 
it in September, 1846, in the extrac- 
tion of a tooth. It was the Boston 
surgeons, Warren, Ligelow and 
Haygood, who announced the dis- 
covery when they performed an am- 
putation of the thigh, with Morton 
administering the anaesthetic, Oc- 
tober 16, 1846 

Discovery No Secret. 


“Young Long had no Warren, 
Bigelow and Haygood to sponsor 
his discovery and proclaim it to the 
four corners of the globe, neither 
was there a Massachusetts general 
hospital in Jefferson, Ga. where 
anaesth2sia might be given a test 


on a major surgical operation. But | 


Long made no secret of his discov- 
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ery physician he met. It must he 
remembered that he had been prac- 
ticing only a year in 1842, and he 
hesitated to give the discovery too 
vide publicity until he had had op- 
portunity to test it further. Sur; 
gical operations came slowly eighty 
years ago to a young physician 
practicing in a village of two or 
three hundred people, but the ree- 
ords show that Long had used ether 
succesSiully in five operations be- 
fore the achievement of Morton was 
heralded to the world by Drs. War- 
ren and Bigelow. 

“It is to be regretted that a trib- 
ute cannot be paid to Long without 
reflecting upon Morton, who has 
been so richly honored, but circum- 
stances will not permit of any other 
treatment. William Thomas Green 
Morton is haled as one of the im- 
mortals because he was a benefac- 
tor of mankind. Was it the part of 
a benefactor of mankind to patent 
the beneficial thing, seek to Keep 
its identity a secret and make a 
great fortune from it? The patent 
was ‘letheon,’ which was ether dis- 
guised with aromatic oils, and only 
the controversy between Morton and 
Jackson revealed its real nature to 
the surgeons Who were using it. 
Then this man who has been award- 
ed with a seat in the Hall of Fame 
presented a bill in congress de- 
manding a grant of $200,000 in rec- 
ognition of his ufiselfish services to 
humanity’ The grant was denied, 
and Morton’s priority in the dis- 
covery of anaesthesia was not rec- 
ognized. The American Medical as- 
sociation expressed its disapproval 


‘of his conduct in the following res- 


olution: 
Resolutions Passed.) 

Whereas, in the appropriation biil now 
pending in eongress is a claim! donating to 
Dr. W. T. G. Morton, of Boston, the sum 
of $200,000 as a recognition of his services 
in introducing sulphuric ether as an anes- 
thetic agent, and 

Whereas, the said Dr. Morton, by suits 
brought against charitable medical institu- 
tions for an infringement of an alleg:d pat- 
ent covering all anesthetic agents, not claim- 
ing sulphuric ether only, but the state of 
anesthesia, however produced, as hig ‘nven- 
tion, has by this act put himself beyond 
the pale of an honorable profession and of 
true laborers in the cause of science and 
humanity; therefore, 

Resolved, That the American Medical as 
sociation eater their protest against any aj- 
propriation to Dr. Morton on the ground of 
his unworthy conduct; also because of his 
unwarrantable assumption of a patent right 
in anesthesia, and further because private 
beneficence in Boston, New York and Phia- 
delphia and other places, has already suffi- 
ciently rewarded him for any claim which 
he may justly urge, (Transactions A. M. A., 
vol. 15, page 53.) ; 

“If Dr. Jacobs, that most assidu- 
our student of the life and work of 
Crawford Long, can succeed in prov- 
ing another new point upon which 
he is now laboring, and which he 
Nas good reasons to believe to be 
true, the advocates of Morton's 
right f immortality must be si- 
lenced forever. We are indebted 
to Dr. Jacobs for many of the most 
important facts: relating to Long’s 
discovery, and the medical profes- 
sion of Georgia is due him a vote 
of gratitude for his indomitable and 
successful efforts in bringing the 
truth to light. If this story is cor- 
rect, We pray that Dr. Jacobs may 
be able to corrohprate it. It is 
well known that in 1854 Jackson 
visited Long in Athens, Ga, where 
he was then practicing, and tried 
without success to induce Dr. Long 
to unite with him in laying their 
claims before congress as the reat 
discoverers of anesthgsia as opposed 
to Morton. Jackson was then on 
his way to the gold mines at Dah- 
lonega, Ga., in which he was in- 
terested. Dr. Jacobs believes that 
this was Jackson’s second trip to 
this part of the country, and that 
his first visit took place in the 
period between Long’s first use of 
ether and the announcement of 
Morton’s discovery. In those days 
in traveling to Dahlonega it was 
necessary to pass through Jeffer- 
son. Dr. Long’s operations under 
ether were being generally dis- 
cussed at the time, and it is very 
probable that a scientific man like 
Jackson would have heard the 
news. If Dr.~Jacobs can succeed 
in establishing this supposition as 
a fact, Morton’s friends must yield 
another point to which they have 
adhered tenaciously, that Morton 
discovered anesthesia independently 
of Long, although it was subsequent 
to Long’s' work. The records 
show, and it is admitted by afl}, 
that Jackson (first suggested to 
Morton the possibility of the use 
of ether to cause unconsciousness 
and insensibility to pain. 

Not Due to Accident. 

“But enough of Morton, and to 
close with more of Long. Dr. 
Hansell Crenshaw, of this city, who 
has devoted much time and thought 
to the record of Georgia’s famous 
physician, says that Long’s discov- 
ery was_not entirely due te accident 
but came about partly through two 
qualities in the man; first, that he 
was a close observer, and second, 
that ever since he served an in- 
terneship in a New York hospital, 
where his fine sensibility had been 
shocked at the pain imposed upwun 
women and children In: the operat- 
ing room, he determined, if possible, 
to find some means to mitigate 
such suffering. 

“Though this man was born and 
lived a large part of his life fn the 
backwoods of Georgia, it must not 
be presumed that he was untutored 
and uncouth. All the = previous 
training of his life well fitted him 
for the great discovery which he 
was to ma Both of his grand- 
fathers wer iers in the Amer- 
ican revolution, nd emigrated to 
Madison county, Georgia, and there 
died, after long lives of usefulness 
and good citizenship. In this coun- 
ty, at Danielsville, young Long came 
into the world November 1, 1815. 
He received hig A. M. degree from 
the University of Georgia in 1835, 


and graduated in medicine from the 
| University of Pennsylvania in 1889. 


It ‘is a remarkable fact that the 
two citizens of this state who have 
been selected to take their places 
in the National Hall of Fame were 


' classmates and roommates at col- 


lege. These were Crawford Long 
and Alexander H. Stephens, one of 
Georgia’s most famous sons, and 
vice president of the Southern Con- 
federacy. 

“Upon leaving the University of 
Pennsylvania, Dr. Lous served an 
interneship in a Ne York hos- 
pital, and then practiced medicine 
in Jefferson. Ga.. from 1841 to 1860. 
Tn 1850 he moved to Atlanta, and :t 
is interesting to note that he left 
this place the next year for’ the 
Classic City of Athens, because At- 
lanta was then but a crude village 
and showed but little promise of 
becoming a city. Long resided 
in Athens until thé day of his 
death, June 16, 1878, after practic- 
ing medicine for nearly forty years. 

“All who knew him unite tn @e- 
claring him a man of exceptional 
qualities of mind and of soul. Dig- 
nified in manner, his whole appear- 
ance betokened the gentleman. It 
is said that he possessed no ec- 
eentricities, very unusual In a celeb- 
rity. He was sensitive, refined 
and considerate of others: free from 
envy, malice and all uncharitable- 
ness. He maintained a slight. re- 
serve, except among intimates and 
congenial people. * Cheerful in the 
sick-room, he inspired his patients 
with confidence.

3,000 People Present at 
Auditorium to Hear 
Striking Address by Suc- 
cessor to Late Pastor 
Russell. 


Approximately three thousand At- 
lantans gathered at the Au- 
ditorium Sunday afternoon to hear 
Judge J. F. Rutherford, of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., president of the Bible 
Students’ association, deliver an ad- 
dress upon the subject “Millions 
Now Living Will Never Die.” Judge 
Rutherford quoted many passages 
of scripture to prove that mankind 
can live forever, and also launched 
into a criticism of the league of 
nations. 

Judge Rutherford is a follower 
of the famous Pastor Russel, whose 
sermons were syndicated through- 
out the civilized world. He comes 
to Atlanta under the auspices of 
the International Bible Students’ 
association. 

‘For nearly nineteen hundred 
years Christians have been looking 
forward to the time when life 
everlasting will be offered to all 
the peoples of the earth,” said 
Judge Rutherford, “and their ex- 
pectations and hopes have been 
based upon the combined testimony 
of the inspired prophets of old— 
from Moses to John—upon the tes- 
timony of Jesus of Nazareth, the 
Son of the Living God, and upon 
the inspired testimony of His apos-

tiles.” These testimonials Judge 
Rutherford presented to 
audience. He also quoted many 
scriptural excerpts to prove that 
the hopes of the human race for 
everlasting life will be fulfilled. 
League of Nations. 
Tou@éhing upon the league of na- 
tions, which he roundly condemned, 
Judge Rutherford said: “With the 
cessation of hostilities, statesmen 
representing the leading nations 
met in conference and—giving them 
credit for the desire to establish 
peace and prosperity—the result of 
their deliberations was a covenant 
known as the league of nations. 
This is offered as a rfemedy for

present evils. Will it succeed? A 
league tormed amongst all the na- 
tions of the earth, based upon the 
principles of justice and righteous- 
ness, and in which all the contract- 
ing parties would honestly carry 
out the purpose expressed, would 
doubtless result in great good. But 
where selfishness is the chief mo- 
tive and controls the actions of any 
or all, and ideal conditions could 
not be attained, God in His wisdom 
foreknew and foretold the forma- 
tion of the league of natfons, and 
He likewise foretold that it must 
fail.” 

He quotes Isaiah 8:9-10, to prove 
his assertion, saying that the 
prophet truly wrote, “Blessed is the 
nation whose God is the Lord’— 
Psalm 33:12, and “But a nation that 
ignores the divine plan or any 
league of nations formed which ig- 
nores the same need not expect a 
desirable result. The Lord's prohpet 
clearly had in mind the formation 
of a league of nations.” Judge 
Rutherford also attacked the league 
of churches, condemning the inter- 
church world movement as not pbe- 
ing in harmony with the divine 
Plan. 

Judge Rutherford has just re- 
turned from a trip to the Holy 
Land, and he gave an interesting 
description of the colonization of 
Jews in that country. “The Jews,” 
he said, “aré not only laying the 
foundation of a state in Palestine, 
but they are putting in operation 
great echemes for the improvement 
of the country by means of rapid- 
transit systems, systems of irriga-

Violations of Federal Act 
Alleged Against Two 
White Farmers of Heard 
County and One Living 
in Troup. | 


» The disclosure of ‘federal grand 
jury indictments charging violation 
of the peonage act against two 
white farmers of Heard county and 
a white Troup county farmer; the 
issuance of a statement by the 
United States district attorney. in 
connection with alleged cruelty to 
negroes in Georgia: and the an- 
nouncement by Attorney Roy S&S. 
Drennan that on Monday he will file 
$25,000 damage suits, charging false 
arrest and imprisonment, against 
Tom Erwin, white plantation own- 
er of Oglethorpe county, on behalf 
of two negroes, are the latest de- 
velopments in the peonage situation 
in Georgia. 

Attorney Drennan announced that 
the damage suits will be filed for 
Grover White and Walter Martin, 
two negro farm hands, against Tom 
Erwin, former overseer for the late 
Jim Smith, millionaire Georgia 
planter, charging him with effect- 
ing their false arrest and impris- 
onment. Attorney Drennan’s clients 


came to Atlanta early in the week 
and made complaints to Hooper 
Alexander of alleged brutal treat- 
ment during years of alleged slav- 
ery on Erwin’s farm. 


Never Received Cent. 


Martin told the district attorney 
that for eight years he had been 


working for Erwin, and had never 
received a cent as compensation, 
being only fed and clothed. He said 
that on three occasions he had ef- 
fected his escape from the Erwin 
farm, but had been recaptured aft- 
er getting but a few miles away, 
and subjected to brutal flogging. 

White said that he had been on 
the Erwin place for three years, 
and that when he once ran away, 
he, too, was caught and returned 
to the farm and beaten. The men 
said that they effected their es- 
cape together a few days ago, and 
made their way to Ati&nta in the 
hopes of receiving federal protec- 
tion. 

It was learned at the federal 
building that Jesse Williams and 
Luther Greene, of Troup county, 
and Albert Gross, of Heard county, 
are under federal indictment for 
an alleged attempt to force Jesse 
Alien, a negro farm hand, to re- 
main on a farm belonging to one 
of the defendants by whipping him 
with trace chains and beating him 
in the face with a board. 

The statement of the district at- 
torney Saturday had particular ref- 
erence to the north Georgia trouble. 
His statement, in full, was as fol- 


lows: 

“What I said in the papers Thurs- 
day about the mistreatment of ne- 
groes in Georgia was a mild state- 
ment of the facts. In three sepa- 
rate matters that have been brought 
to my attention since then, my 
complaint has been illustrated and 
emphasized. 

\ Murder Is Charged. 

“In one of them greed for a ne- 


} gro's labor is charged to have re- 


sulted in a cold-blooded and most 
atrocioug murder, I do not speak 
of this positively, however, as yet, 
because in that particular case, 
while I am having a careful inves- 
tigation made, the official report 
is not yet in, hand. 

“T wish to cal] attention, however, 
to a complaint made to me yester- 
day, and the circumstances of it, 
and principally in the hope that 
publicity may prevent a threaten- 
ed crime. 

“Five negroes, all apparently well 
behaved “and industrious farmers,

The circumstances of the oase 
and matters which have heretofore 
come to my knowledge in the same 
locality, lead me to entertain the 
belief that, in this particular case, 
the underlying purpose is to force 
the negroes to sell and sacrifice 
their little homes. 

“T was much mortified in being 
compelled to say that it was out 
of my power to extend them any 
protection. The offense is againstt 
the laws of the state. I cannot med- 
die in it. But I love my state and 
I am humiliated. ' 

“The people of Georgia have no 
conception of the cruelty with 
which helpless negroes are being 
te ge I wish I could make the 
state to gee and know the things 
that are being done, and which 
come to my knowledge almost dai- 
ly. In the name of a just and 
righteous God, I solemnly protest 
before the people of Georgia.”

retailers is going on in accordance 
with predictions, although it has 
not as yet proved to be quite as 
drastic as it may become later. 

Naturally, the retail trade has no 
desire to make greater sacrifices 
than are necessary, and its price- 
eutting will go no further than 
may be required to move the goods 
furthermore, it is difficult to make 
the smaller retailers understand the 
necessity for selling goods below 
the wholesale prices originally paid 
for them. Larger retailers have done 
this, expecting to average up on 
profits made by later sales based 
on lower replacements costs. , 

Extravagance Ended. 

It may safely be said that extrav- 
agance is at an end. This is evi- 
denced by the increases in deposits 
in savings banks by the working 
classes, the tendency being to save 
instead of to indulge in inconsistent 
and inconsequential purchases. 
Along with this, there is an in- 
creased demand for investment se- 
eurities which the market now of- 
fers in exceptioral values. Along 
with this also is the general easing 
of the money situation reflected 
first of all in a decline in cal! 
money. -Official quotations have not 
gone below 6 per cent, hecause it is 
argued in some quarters that if 
this should be done it would at- 
traet halances awav from New 
York. Gall money has been obtain- 
able, however, as low as 4 per cent. 

Commercial Paper. 

Commercia] paper is still quoted 
at 73-4 to 8 per cent and is like- 
lv to remain at that figure until 
the rediscount rate of 7 per cent is 
reduced by the federal reserve 
board. The bDbejief is that this ac 
tion cannot be much longer de- 
ferred. The bank statements con- 
tinue to show definite improvement 
in the reduction of loans and cir- 
culation and an Increase of the 
reserve ratio. The amount of in- 
ter-bank borrowing has been ma- 
terially reduced, whifile the decrease 
in the volume of general business 
lessens the requirements for capi- 
tal. #Al] of these features would 
reduchic point to a reasonably. early 

in the discount rate, 

et there are some other fac- 

tors to be taken into consderation, 
viewing the country as a whole. 

In the agricultural sections, for 
instance, banks are still suffering 
from frozen loans, although the 
fact that farmers are beginning to 
move their grain will relleve this 
condition so far-as grain-growing 
states are concerned. In the cot- 
ton states it wilt require some fur- 


ther advance in the price of cot-| 


ton ‘to ease the situation. Cotton 
has made some _ substantial: .ad- 
vances during the week, and even 
though these have been followed 
by some reactifn, the advances may 
be regarded gs sympathetic of the 
change in conditions. 
Steel Situation. 
The steel situation, as revealed 
by the monthly statement of un- 
filled orders of the Steel corpora- 
tion, while showing the smallest 
tonnage for a long time, neverthe- 
less does not show as great, a 
decline as might have been expect- 
ed. It is sufficient to keep the 
plants in operation for some time, 
and with the new business coming 
in, gives no reason to believe that 
the corporation will be unable to 
continue paying dividends. Judge 
Gary, on the other hand, regards 
the worst as having been passed. 
While the advenet of the new ad- 
ministration on March 4 is expect- 
ed to infuse new courage in ‘the 
general public, it is expected to 
bring with it some new problems 
that may be more or less disturbing 
until they are settled. One of these 
is already looming up in the mat- 
ter of tariff revision. One proposal 
is to re-enact the Payne-Aldrich 
law, which was superseded by the 
present Underwood tariff, but it is 
feared that this cannot be done 
without so loading it with amend- 
ments as to become practically a 
new tariff. The Payne-Aldrich law 
went out of existence before the 
world war, and it would naturally 
have to be amended in many re- 
spects to meet conditions which the 
war has brought about. The idea 
behind this proposed re-enactment 
is, of course, to reduce the dls- 
turbance of business inseparable 
from tariff making to minimum, 
but at best it will take several 
months to get the problem settled. 


PRICES STEADYING, 
BRADSTREET SAYS 


As an example of the steadying 
influences perceptible in prices, it 
might be noted that for the first 
time in months the number of ar- 
ticles advancing in price last week 
exceeds those declining. 

The week’s food index numbers, 
based on the prices per pound of 
thirty-one articles used for food, 
is $3.42, whith compares with $3.42 
week before last and $5.19 for the 
week’s number is unchanged from 
weeks’ number is unchanged from 
week before last. but shows a loss 
of 32.1 per cent from the like week 
of last year.

Cotton Market Gossip 


The improvement in the dry goods 
situation was generally regarded as 
the most constructive development 
of last week. Many southern mills 
were reported to have started up 
on Monday on full time schedules, 
New England cloth markets report- 
ed the largest sales in months and 
higher prices and a larger turnover 
were noticed in other wholesale 
markets of the country, while cables 
from England stated that Manches- 
ter was doing a better business 
with China and India and that there 
was a broader inquiry at higher 
prices for cotton yarus. 


New Orleans, January 16.—It was 
a week of advancing prices in the 
cotton market, mainly because of 
the strength of the January position 
and the market improvement in the 
market for finished goods. Highest 
prices came at the middle of the 
week when the trading months were 
113 to 154 points over the last prices 
of the preceding week with January 
up to 15.75, and March up to 16.00. 
Last prices for the week showed 
net gains on contracts of 98 to 107 
points, with January at 15.32 and 
Mar@h at 15.51. 


In the spot department last week 
prices gained 100 points on middling 
in the net results, the last quotation 
being 15.00. 


This week the January deal will 
be watched with increasing interest 
for as the expiration of the present 
spot position dgaws near more or 
less excitement is anticipated. The 
various rumors of this last week, 
all without foundation apparently, 
or lack of warehouse space in New 
York and of this or that firm set- 
tling its January contracts, indicat- 
ed what may be expected as the 
liquidation of the position is being 
accomplished. 


The spectacular feature of last 
week was the movement of rotton 
from the south to New York to be 
tendered on January contracts there. 
On Thursday, clearances for New 
York from this port amounted to 
8.469 bales and there was a total 
coastwise movement on that day of 
13,987 bales. 


Rumor had it that 24,000 bales of 
freight room had been booked out 
of New Orleans for New York, and 
the total movement of cotton from 
various southern points to New York 
in time for tender this month was 
variously estimated all the way 
from 40,000 bales up to 70,000.
